23, 1931, AND RECORDED IN BOOK "I", PAGES 301-318,
INCLUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS OF THE CITY OF

THE USE DESIGNATION FROM "A" RESIDENCE DISTRICT TO
"0" OFFICE DISTRICT ON A TRACT OF LAND FRONTING

LINE OF EDGECLIFF DRIVE, 108 FEET ALONG THE WEST
RIGHT-OF-WAY LINE OF MANLOVE STREET AND 325 FEET

ALONG THE WRTH RICGHT-OF-WAY LINE OF THE INTERREGIONAL
HIGHWAY, SAME BEING LOTS 17 THROUGH 21 IN THE C. WEND-
LANDT RESUBDIVISION OF LOTS 2, 3, 4 AND PART OF LOT 5
OF THE COLORADQ RIVER PARK ADDITION IN THE CITY OF
AUSTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE

WHEREAS, such electric transmission line has been relocated along a
matually satisfactory route; Now, Therefore,

That W. T. Williams, Jr., City Manager be and he is hereby authorized
and directed to execute releases of those certain electric transmission line
easements, which are further described as follows, to wit:

(1) Being that portion of the certain electric transmission
line easement granted by C. G. Jones, et ux, recorded in
Volume 436, page 103-10k, of the Deed Records of Travis
County, Texas, which lies between Stations 233/25 end 2L4/50
on the Montopolis Shell Pump Station Transmission Line, as
gaid line is described by instrument recorded at the afore-
mentioned Volume and Page of the Travis County Deed Records.

{(2) Being a total release of that certain electric transmission
line easement granted by Mrs. Willie Hunter Armstrong, and
recorded in Volume 698, page 507-508 of the Deed Records of
Travis County, Texas.

121 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5
feet west of and parallel to the east property line of
said LINDA LANE.

(3) A gas main in SWISHER STREET, from East 21ét Street
southerly 177 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 Teet east of and parallel to the west
property line of said SWISHER STREET.

Said ges mein described above shall have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

(L) A gas main in EAST 533 STREET, from a point 1l feet
east of Harmon Avenue easterly 237 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel
to the north property line of said EAST 535 STREET.

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is c¢lear from other
underground utilities but is based vpon the best records we have at hand, and
thet the minimom depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the gpound as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works mot less than three (3) dsys
before such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is
further put upon neotice that they will be required to bear the expense of
repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the con-
struction of lines named in this reseolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the viecinity of a fire plug, water
mst be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of baidistieets after
gaid mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manager and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the
certain franchises granted te sald company by the City of Austin.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby sppreves as a filling
station eite the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection
of East 53% Street and Interregional Highway which property fronts 200 feet
on East 535 Street and 169.63 feet on Interregional Highway and being known
as Lot 6, Mrs. Lou Hill Subdivision in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
and hereby authorizes the said Watt Schieffer to construct, maintain, and
operate a drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps, and
sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the same being constructed in
compliance with all ordinances relating theretc, and further subjeet to the
. Foregoing attached recommendstions and plans. The Building Inspecior is hereby
authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this filling
station after full compliance with all the provisions of this resclution, and
said permission shall be held to be granted and accepted to all necessary,

"Dear Sir:

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Watt Schieffer
for permission to construct, meintain, and operate & drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct commercial driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the property located at the southwest corner of the intersection of East 533
Street and Tnterregional Highwaey which property fronts 200 feet on Bast 53%
Street and 169.63 feet on Interregional Highway and being known as Lot 6, Mrs.
Lou Hill Subdivision in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the
property upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by Watt
Schieffer and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this filling station is to be located is
designated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City
of Austin.

"All drainage, natural or etherwise, from this filling station is to
be disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the
sidewalk area into the street, and furthermore,- shall not create & munisance
to others in the neighborhoed. It is understood that the disposal of such
drainage shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any
waste connection to a storm sewer which empties into an open drainsgeway shall
be discontinued, if the waste becomes a nuisance or demages any property oxr
rights of others in the viecinity of the open drainageway.
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"We recommend that Watt Schieffer be granted permission to construct,
mzintain, and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct
curbs, ramps, and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following
conditions,

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtainred before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Lines and grades to be ¢obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; building lines te be approved
by the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the
Department of Public Werks as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters
on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the
filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps
shall be so located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles
therefrom while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk,
street, or alley.

"(3) That the gascline tanks, pumps, and all eguipment used in con-
nection with the storage and handling of gasoline Bhall be an approved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all construc-
tion for the filling station improvements shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordimance, and
in accordance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water
or oils upen the City Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or dils or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and
that all of said oils and water shell be concentrated into & combined grease
and sand Egap which shall be constructed in accordsnce with our sitandard plan
2 - H - 146.

"(5) That a&ll filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at
the expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached,
which plan bears the Department of Public Works file number 2 -~ C - 2081.

#{6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - ¢ - 208L and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for
a finsl inspection, and upon approvel, the Building Inspector shall issue
a Certification of Operation before such filling staticn can be put into
service.
